This  rose  possesses  many  of  the  characteristics  of  the  parent,  but  differs  from  it  in  several  important 
respects. 

COLOR:  Brilliant  velvety  red  which  is  retained  when  flower  is  wide  open. 

BUD:  Long,  pointed;  color  slightly  darker  than  the  open  flower;  opens  gradually  and  perfectly. 

FLOWER:  Large  and  full  when  open,  about  five  inches  across.  About  forty-five  petals.  Heavy  tex¬ 
ture;  broadly  ovate  shape;  moderate  fragrance;  very  good  lasting  quality,  surpassing  the 
parent  in  this  respect. 

HABIT:  Grows  upright;  vigorous,  with  abundance  of  very  strong  stems  and  profusion  of  large  leath¬ 
ery  foliage.  A  free  bloomer.

Butterfly",  and  has 
long  been  regarded  as  the  queen  of  white  roses. 

"American  Pride"  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  white  roses  ever  developed,  and  has  won  high 
acclaim  from  florists,  horticulturists  and  floral  clubs  and  societies. 

COLOR:  Beautiful  pure  white  when  mature;  at  times  (before  maturity)  suffused  with  slight  tint  of 
pink,  which  adds  to  its  beauty. 

BUD:  When  opening,  about  two  inches  long.  Opens  gradually  and  full. 

FLOWER:  Large,  about  four  and  one-half  inches  across.  About  thirty-five  very  large  petals,  which 
are  all  large.  Moderate,  lasting  fragrance  and  excellent  lasting  quality. 

HABIT:  Grows  upright.  Long  and  medium  stout  stems  with  very  few  thorns,  and  an  unusual  number 
of  leafy  branches.  Leaves  are  leathery,  large  and  heavy,  and  are  of  rich  green  color.  Very 
prolific  and  a  profuse  bloomer.

In  color  it  is  a  much 
deeper  pink  than  the  parent  and  retains  its  fullness  of  color  without  fading.  Rose  enthusiasts  have 
long  sought  a  rose  of  the  "Briarcliff"  type  with  this  deeper,  more  lasting  clear  pink  color  and  "Regina 
Elena"  fulfills  this  desire.  Its  distinguishing  characteristics  are  firmly  fixed. 

COLOR:  General  color  effect  is  a  uniformly  dark  rose  pink,  which  is  retained  when  flower  is  wide 
open.

FLOWER:  Medium  size  when  open,  about  four  inches  across.  About  fifty  petals.  Good  substance 
and  exceptional  fragrance. 

HABIT:  Grows  upright.  More  vigorous  than  the  parent.  Abundance  of  very  long,  straight  stems 
with  luxuriant  green  leathery  foliage.  A  free  and  continuous  bloomer.
